A former gsanary, it had been converted into ’a military plant during World 
War II. The plant operated in three shifts, but no details were available 
on its production items or its labor force. Lar^ quantities of coal were 
brought to the $>lant in trucks, and the plants s numerous chimney stacks would 
emit a black smoke. The plant was surrounded by a brick wall, approximately 
3.4 meters high. 


2. The municipal power station (Gorodskaya TETS) was constantly being enlarged. 
In 19*56 the eighth stack was erected. A new power station was constructed 
in Krasnosolsk /Isicf, which was located 60 km from Chelyabinsk. The 
station occupied a six- story building and, according to rumor, supplied 
Chelyabinsk with electric power for industrial purposes.
